Mars Cassidy Takes the Gus Strauss Handicap with 
Ease — Marie Miller an Easy First Again — 
Toddling Practically Left. 



Hot Springs, Ark., Maroli 25. — For the first time 
during the jiresent meeting mud racing was tlie 
order .at Oaklawii today, following a Iiard rain 
last night. lx>wering clouds which threatened .an- 
other deluge did not deter another big crowd from 
journeying to tin* <-onrse. The racing was sur- 
prisingly keen and the finishes in most instane«*s 
close, but upsets were frequent after the initial 
race. j 

The worst jolt that the talent sustained came 
with tlie running »»f the fifth race, the Gus Strauss 
Hiindicap. n.amed in honor of the presi»lent of the 
business Men’s I.K*ague. ]>r. Carmen was reg.arded 
as a g«MMl thing for this raee. but he w.as Isaiteii 
easily by Mars C.'assidj', starting ln*re for th(‘ first 
time and also by Greenwoo«l. The race also iii- 
tn>duced the .luarez and New Orleans st.ars, I^of- 
tus and For Fair, lM>th of which fiuishe<l distant 
trailers and ran ^s if disliking the going. Mars 
Cassidy ran to his lM‘st form and, sh<»wing a de- 
ci<led aptitude for racing well on the soft track, 
led all the way :md won in a <-anter. 

H. S. Newman’s good filly Marie Miller started 
the ball rolling auspi«iously for the b.ackers of 
favorites by winning the opener. Halg«>e, lM*eause 
of liis g(»od showing in a previous start, was re- 
gardt'd with the most favor for the second, but 
Mouton got him away badly ami In* was interfen^d 
with sharplj’, which resulted in his running far 
back all th<‘ way. 

.\nother favorib* to get practically l«*ft at the 
lM)st was Tod<lling, which started in the third 
race. Milton Koblee accounted for this purse by a 
scant head over I’.udweiser. The latter might 
have made it three straight wins for Murphy had 
that rider not been a bit overconfident in the last 
sixteenth. 

Katina was anotlu*r favorite that failed. Her de- 
feat came in the fourth race, in whicli Itevelry 
Janies, Fncle Jimmie and Osaple were placed. 

Favorable reixirts continue t<» <‘ome from the bed- 
side of jockey W. Gourley and the attending physi- 
cians now hold out high hop<‘S that he will pull 
through. Jockeys O. Gentry and C. Van Dusen, 
who sustained fractunal collarliones when they fell, 
were at the track this afternoon. 

Following Vachel Worth’s victory in the second 
race she was bid up from $200 to $600 and bought 
by J. N. Mounce, 

There was added $100 to the regular purses of 
$300 for the third and sixth races. The increases 
came from the asso<*iation’s share of runup money. 
The extra $100 was split fifty, thirty and twenty 
per-cent, among the first three horses, 

Jo<*ke.v T. Henry attempted to indulge in some 
rough riding tactics while astride Increase in the 
second race. He was let off with a sharp caution 
by Judge (’amplK‘11, loupled with the warning that 
a r(‘petition of his offense would mean a lengthy 
suspension. 

Jockey T. Hayes, recently suspended for rough 
riding, has had his suspension modified to termi 
nate March 31, so as to enable him to ride at 
Kowie, for which i>oint he departed in company 
with his father tonight. 

Se<*retary .7«)seph Mcljimnan, of the Kowie track, 
telegniphed ln*re today th.at racing at Kowie would 
positively as siheduled, April 1, rumors to the 

contrary notwithstamling. He likewise adtled that 
horsemen might Is* informed that the Maryland 
racing situation app«*ared highly favorable. 

After the last nice Jmlge CainplM*!! announced 
that Toddling would not be allowed to start here 
again.

Louisville, K.v.. ^darch 25. — For the first time in 
the histor.v of the Kentucky Derby the noteil turf- 
man of thre<* countries, Clarence 11. Mackay, has 1 
made nominations to tlie ra<*e. 

In the last twenty years .Mr. Mackay has been 
a prominent figure in raring circles, not onl.v in 
this count r.v but also in England and France. Like 
so many other patrons of the si»ort of vast wealth, 
the war in Ihm»p<* has force«l him t«» discontinue 
for the time ls*ing his turf opc'rations in Fr.ince 
and, as a ifmsequeuce, he has come back with 
some of his horses to ra«-e them in his native laud. 

France has been his latest fiehl of operation and 
he has met with a fair measure of success in that 
country, which g»H*s to show that the two lolts he 
has iioniinated to the Derb.v must be reckomol with 
as dangerous. Owing to tlie war in Euro{M*, neither 
of Mr. Ma<*kay’s two Kentmky Derb.v cligibles, 
Kaffouilleur or Esprit Gaulois ever raced as two- 
year-olds but, according to that expert horseman, 
Charles Hill, ^\ho has the racing string in charge, 
both have shown him in their private training all 
the requisites of high-class o<dts. 

Esprit Gaulois is by the French -bred horse Ra- 
belais, while Kaffouilleur is a son of Meddler, 
while l)Oth are out of mares well known to .\meri- 
enn turfmen, the former’s dam being the famous 
Gunfire, while Kaffmiilleur is out of the success- 
ful broodm.ire K.allantrae. If the colts start they 
will be entitled to the twelve-pound maiden allow- 
niice. This will enable om* or Isith of them to start 
in the rich stake under an impost of 112 pounds. 

Meddler, the sire of Kaffouilleur, was one of the 
most popular horses that was ever in the stud in 
this country. He was unbeaten as a racer in 
England, where he raced under tin* colors of the 
late sportsman, Abiugtou Baird. When the latter 



died the liorse was sold to the Koston turfman, 
W. II. Forbes, and when he passed awa.v W. C. 
Whitne.v purclmsed him. Forbes paid tlie liaird es- 
tate $75,000 for Meddl«>r. and he cost Mr. Whitney 
$49,0(M). At the latter’s death he bt'came the 
prop«*rty of Mr. Macka.v for $55, (MX), and spent 
several .years in Kentucky at the farm where at 
pn*sent is located the Wickliffe Stud of Price 
McKinney. 

(iunfire, the dam of Esprit Gaulois, was a bril- 
liant race m:ire. She earned .$34,805 on the turf and 
her victories included the Metropolitan Handicap, 
one mile in l:38i2; tlie Municipiil Handicap, one 
mile and three ciuarters in 2:59i/^; the Twin City 
Handicap, one mile and a quarter in 2:()5Vt, and the 
Venus and Mermaid Stakes, She belongs to the 
family of the fjimous English Derby winners, Galtee 
More and Ard Patrick. 

Through Meddler, Kaffouilleur has in his veins 
the blood ro.val of the English turf. The latter’s 
sire, St. Gatieii, and his dam, Kusybody. both were 
the same age, having been foaled in 1^1. In 1884 
St. (;atien ran a de.ad heat with Harvesty in the 
Eiisom Derb.v. and the same spring Kusybody won 
iMitli the One Thousand Guineas and the Epsom Oaks. 
Kusybody was a daughter of I’etrarch. which won 
iMith the Two Thousand Guineas and Doncastc*r St. 
I.i<‘ger. Her dam was Spinaway, a winner of the 
One* Thousand Guineas and O.iks. She was b.v Mac- 
aroni, which won Imth the Two Thousand Guim*as 
and the Derbj’, and her dam was another Oaks win- 
ner. Queen Kertha, b.v Kingston. 

The above resume will doubtlessly cause no little 
speculation among turfmen as to the merits of the 
two three-year-olds that Mackay has named to 
carr.v his c(doi*s in the Kentucky Derby for the 
first time. Koth these cedts were bred and foalcMi 
in France and, if 11. Eugc^ne l.K*igh, who won the 
Kentucky Di'rby with Chant in 1894, is corrc'ct in 
his summing iij) of horses of all nations,, when In* 
says the French horses are the grc*atest, then these 
two threc!-year-olds in the* New York turfman’s 
stable loom up like giants in the path of the; 
othc*r fift.v-fcjur eligiblc*s. 

From the? v.arious training grouncls of the man.v 
Kc'iituc'ky c‘ligiblc*s come rc*ports of the wc*ll doing 
of many supposc*d cracks, and it would be no 
surprise nc*xt Ma.v, to sc*e a fic*ld of fully twenty 
st:irters c-ontest tlie big race at the Downs. At 
the? training grounds hero, whc*rc? a numbc*r of the 
jircuninc'iit I)c*rby Candidate's are now housc'd, all 
are doing wc*ll in thc*ir preparation and while no 
one of the? numbc*r is as yet up to any fast trial 
work, some of thc*m have this earl.v been 
ciuartc'r shading :26. M’ith oih‘ii Spring weather 
trainc'rs, should have no excuse in preparing thc'ir 
Dc'rb.v c-andidates by the date the event has lM*en 
set to Ik? dcM-idt'd this y(*ar; which is five d.iys 
latc*r thr.n last year, when the big race was run 
on May 8. 

Thrc*e weeks ago Secretary H. C. Applegate filc*cl 
Ic'lters sc'ut b.v' the* managc*rs of the heading hotels 
in this city, in which thc*.v recpiested him, as soon 
as possible*, to inform them of the date of the? 
op<*ning of the Downs meeting. They explaim*cl 
that for a montli past thc*y had lM*en rec-eiving 
communic‘atious from patrons all over Amc*rica 
asking for hotel accommodations during the meeting 
to come*. This goes to show the widespread interest 
that Kentuck.v rac*ing is attracting this year and 
Itrobabl.v insures a rc*c-ord- breaking crowd out to 
sc*c‘ tin* Kc'utuck.v Derby run. 

The purse* rac-es at Churcdiill Downs will be? un- 
usually attrac'tive this spring. Thc*rc* will be no 
purse* of less than $600 and seven rae*e*s will be run 
e*:ich afternoon. The* me*eting at the* Downs will 
e«»Mie* to a e*lose* on Saturday, May 27. and, as usual, 
the big fe*atur<* rae-e* for that day will be the? Ke*n- 
tue ky Oaks, the first winner of whic h was Vandal’s 
not«*d daughte*r Vinaigrette*, and the winner last 
year the fast filly Wate*rblossom.

Leonard is going in for bri*eding. 

.Notwithstanding that the stallion Santoi had a 
full list in England last year at a fee of 2(K) guin- 
<*as, he is doing duty this year at 99 pounds. The 
fees of several other stallions have b(*en corre- 
siK>ndingly r«*duced. Shogun, with whom trainer 
Wootton once expected to win a IK'rby for Mr. E. 
11 niton, has been dropped from 19 guineas to 9 
guineas. 

The ^laryland Jockey Club has opc*ned for entric?s 
the? $1,500 added Pr«*akness Handicap for three- 
year-olds, one mile and an eighth, to be run during 
the forthcoming spring m<*eting at Pimlico.

He will sliip elevc*n 
horses from the? farm April 10. and while it is 
c*arly to Isiast he* says he* has some* fairly gemel onc*s 
in the? string. It has Im*c*ii Mr. Tomi»kiiis’ custom 
c*f late* to rac-e a string over the* C.inadiau circuit, 
but tliis .ve'.ir he* e*ontcmpla tc*s a .Nc*w York campaign 
anel to that c*nd has made* several neuninations in the; 
Kclnnmt Park stc*eplec*hases that have already 
c-losc'd. 

OWNER BORKEL TO BUY MORE HORSES.

His sue*c*essful winter at New 
Orleans will be the inc*c*ntive for him to bu.v two 
or thrc'e more horses as soon as he can locate 
something worth while*. 

.V letter rc*centl.v rec*c*ived from John W. Sediorr. 
who is at Hot Springs, speaks glowingly of the 
mc*c*ting ami the attendauc*e, Mr. Sclmrr’s only 
c'omplaint is lack of accommodations for the visi- 
tors. 

“Ijots of folks here :ire sleeping in 2 by 4 rooms 
who cun afford to pay for a 10 by 12,” says the 
Ic'tter. This si>eaks well for the popularity of the 
sport. 



rKiuisvillo, K.V., March 25. — In the last few days 
of the last part of this week many horses have 
arrived at the Churchill Downs trac*k and now at 
that c'ourse there are close to 300 liouse*el and re- 
c'civing their training for the? coming meeting at 
the? Downs. 

In the* shipment from the .Tuarez track came the 
racing string of the local turfman, S. M. Hender- 
son, who has strengthenc*d tlie stable* he raced at 
the Mexico trac-k b.v taking up Tory Maid and 
Langhorne, that have been turned out in Kentuc-ky 
sim*e last fall. Those he brought from Juarez c*on- 
sist of the smart two-year-cdcl fill.v. Elizabeth Mc- 
Naughton, Thanksgiving, Thelma Marie, Staranise 
and a maiden gelding. The former won her onl.v 
start at Juarez and, as a c*onseciuenc*e, is still in 
the c'lass of unlK*aten rac*ers. 

Other horses reaching here from Juarez are I. E. 
Clark’s Kc*ntuck.v Derby candidate Bank, and tlie 
four-.vear-old Lukemae; C. Hawk’s Frokendale and 
Tjouisc* I’aul; J. .1. Trozh*r’s First Star and Miss 
Barn Harbor, and .Toe Young’s Connaught. 

From New Orleans also got in the stable of the 
Nevada turfman, George Wingfield, which string 
is fifteen horses strong, headed by tiie fast mare 
(’elesta. In his barn are tiie pair of highl.v tried 
two-year-olds Amalgamator and Triolet. Wingfield 
sold his Kentucky Derby candidate, Skeer Face, 
wliich, however, ma.v not prevent tliat son of Hip- 
IMKlrome from starting in tlie Derby. It is more 
than likely Carman will send Skeer Face here to 
fill his engagement. 

This is the first time that Wingfield had had a 
representation of his horses on the Kentucky tracks 
and it also marks the first season that the Texas 
turfman. I. E. Clark, whose two horses. Lukemae 
and Bank, are here in charge of trainer R. N. Ves- 
tal. has raced any liors<*s on the Kentuck.v tra<*ks. 
Koth Wingfield and Clark are prominent citizens in 
their rt'sjicctive states of Nevada and Texas, and 
the last-named figun*d largely in public life in the 
Ijoiie Star state of late years. He breeds the horses 
he races on .a ranch in Texas and iias in late .years 
turned out many winners, all of which have been 
developed by trainer Vestal, wlio is here in charge 
of Lukemae and Bank. 

Another recent arrival at the Downs is the Cana- 
dian stable of George JI, Ilendrie, which is here, as 
usual, in charge of trainer John Walters. The star 
of the string is the crack four-year-old Rancher, 
winner of such imixirtant events last .vear as the 
Toronto Autumn Cup. Ontario Jockey Club Cup and 
the Derby Cup at Blue Bonnets. 

Secretary H, C, Applegate has made public the 
dates on which stake races will Ik* run at the 
Downs this spring. They an* as follows: 

The Kentuck.v Derb.v. Saturday, May 13. 

The Debutante Stakes. Monday, :Ma.v 15, 

The Kashford Manor Stakes. Wednesday, May 17. 
The Clark llamlicap, Saturday, Ma.v 20.

The Frank Fehr Stakes. Wednesda.v, 51ay 24. 

The Kentucky Oaks, Saturday, May 27. 

This leaves six days of the meeting on which 
no stake race will Is* run, but for these days an 
extra attraction in the way of overnight purses and 
handi(*a])s will be on tin* card of the seven races 
run ea<h afternoon. 

One of tin* feature races on one of these off- 
stake days will Im* a race to b(* known as the Ken- 
tucky Derby rcm*wal. for thn*e-year-olds of all 
sex(*s, th<* distance being one mile and an eighth. 
Racing Secretary Walter II. Pearce has the ar- 
ranging of this event and it is probable he will 
set the weights the same as the three-year-olds 
carr.v in the Kentucky Derbj', with a pen.alty of five 
pounds on the winm*r of the big race. Some .vears 
ago sm*h :i race followi'd the Derb.v at the Downs 

and jirovcd a big attraction. That was in 1909. 

and the starters were Wiiitergrcen, the Kentinky 

D<*rby winner: Miami, which ran second to AVinter- 
green in the I)(*rby :ind later on won the Clark Han- 
di<*ap; and Olambala, whi«h later on won the Sub- 
urban Handicap in the east ami was one of the 
greatest horses in America of his days. Tiie lat- 
ter won the first Ki'iitucky Derby Renewal, lie 
not having bei'ii entered in either the Kentucky 

Derby nor Chirk Ilandi<*ap. He went on from that 
race and laptured the Latonia Di*rby. 

This shows the advantage of sin h a race, as it 
not only giv<*s any Derb.v starter a chance to ri'verse, 
lierhaps, tlie running of the former race, as w(*ll as 
lets in an.v goial tliree-year-<dd that hapiK'iis t*, 
sliow up and that was not iioniinated by his owner 
to the Derb.v.

Washington, I). C., March 25.— W. T. Anderson 
has a string of tt*n campaigners at Benning track, 
preparing for spring raeing in Maryland, under tlie 
eye of Fred Kraft. They have lH*en tliere all win- 
ter, and Kraft has kej)t them busy enough since 
the weatli<‘r became pleasant for steady training 
to have alwiit reatly for the coU»rs. 

Not the least iiniMirtant memb«‘r of the estab- 
lishment is Renartl. Tliis filly, for which Ander- 
son refused an offer of $5.IMK> at Gravesend last 
spring, is tlie biggest tliree-year-old except 
Achievement in these parts. She stands all of six- 
teen liands on her plates and weighs about 1,100 
pounds. Voter never got a bigger filly, and, more- 
over, she looks like one that will go on. 

Star Gift, a fretjuent winner in good company 
at Bowie and Havre de Grace last spring, lias 
wintered splendidly, and is close to a race. The 
otlier mature members of the Anderson string in- 
cliule Estimalile, a four-ye:ir-ol<l brown mare by 
Peep o’Day— Estimate; Cy Merrick, a brown five- 
year-old gelding liy Peep o’Day — Prinzessin; H.iy- 
deii, a four-year-old gelding by l*eep o’Dny — Gold 
Lady, and a three-year-old maiden by SLir Shoot, 
from Kentucky. 

The two-.vear-<dds of the establishment are an 
esiM'ciall.v prep<iss«*ssing band. One of them, a bay 
colt by .laik Point — G«dd Ten, is a brotiier of Ten 
Point, wliicli good horse lH*gins his stud servi<*e in 
Kentucky tliis spring. Anotlicr is :i cliestiiut son 
of Eyebrow and Gold I-ad.v, and tli<*re is a <diest- 
iiut sou of Jack Point and Raiment (she the dam 
of Pliyllis Antoinette ami Marjorie A.). 

Ten Point’s brotiier d«M*s not look an.vtliing like 
him. Ten I’oint was always a giant of great 
length ami <-oarse :ipiM*aran<'e. He was a sixti‘en- 
liaiid liorse liefore lie made his appearance under 
colors at Laurel in ()ctoln*r. 1912. Tliis two-ye;ir- 
old brotiier of his is a compai tly imule youngster 
no more tlian fifteen hands one inch, sliort liacked 
and licavily quartered, with fine slanting shoulders 
and sidendid uiidi'rpiiiniiig. 

He is ex<*eplionall.v long aliovo tlie knee, and Ids 
hoi ks, wliieli lie keeps well under liim, are close 
to tlie ground. His t.vpe is decidedly more fetching 
than Ten Point’s and lie looks as tliough lie miglit 
come to liand quickly. 

The Eyel»row colt is a rangy <-liestniit witli big 
eaiiiioii Imjiics and lM*ttcr feet tliaii one generally 
finds under a son or a gmiidson of Star Shoot. 
His sire will be rememl»ered as a tliree-year-old 
of splendid size, wliicli showed gooil form at Pim- 
lico in 1910 and tlien fell l;imc. This is the first 
two-year-old liim that lias lM‘en liroken. The 
Jai'k Point Raiment <*<dt is :i <‘liestiiut of smaller 
size and pndialdy not as g<M>d as tlie other young - 
bters, but withal a useful s«»it. 

STRONG BOOKMAKING ORGANIZATION QUITS. 

New York. Marcli 2.5. — The Metropolit.aii Turf As- 
soidatiiui, familiarly known as tlie “Mets.” and tlie 
strongest org:inizatioii of lM>okmakers ever in exist - 
eiiee in America, is to Ik* dissolved fortliwitli. The 
laws against iNKikiiiaking took awa.v the occiqiat ion 
of tlie iiiemlM*rs of tlie association some years ago. 
At one time tliere were many million ihdlars rep- 
resented in tlie meiiilM*rship and the association 
itself liad ill excess of .'is2un.<MK) in its treasury. 

\ resolution adopted at a meeting held .vesterday 
adisjuately explains tlie reason for the dissolution. 
It reads: “Wiiereas, the amendment to Si*ction 9MI 

of the penal law lias so i-haiiged the laws of the 
state that tlie laying of odds in tiie manner that 
was previously lawful and known as iMiokmakiug. 
lias l>ei*oiiie unlawful and lias not lH*en practiced 
since the ailoption of tlie said amendment; :ind. 
wlier«*as. this assueiatioii was formed at the time 
when smh laying of odds was lawful, now, tliere- 
fore, Ik* it residved, that in tlie opinion of tlie mem- 
bers of the assoeiatioii. they deoiii it to 1 m* to tin? 
b«*st interests of the memiM'rs that it Ik* fortliwith 
dissidved. and it is fiirtiier resolved that all proper 
steps tie taken to arrange for tlie dissidutioii.” 

Tfie Metropolitan Turf Asso<*iation was twenty- 
on<* years old and at one time or another inclmled 
in its memliersliip all of the iniiMirtant b«M>kmakers 
wlio in former years operated on tlie liig trai ks of 
the United States and Ganada. It was the owner 

of considerable real j»roperty, in addition to a 
idethoric treasury. Om* of tlie most recent presi- 
ileiits was J-hlward Burke, tlie ruling spirit of the 
Harford .\gri<*ultural and Breeders’ Assoeiatioii. 
whieli eoiidiiets racing at tiie Havre de Grace tra< k 
in Marylaml. 



GRAVESEND HORSES NOT READY AS YET. 1 

Two Hundred at the Track Patiently Awaiting the 
Arrival of Good Training Weather. 

(By Ed Tide). 

New York. Marcli 25. — Sometliing like 220 horses 
wintered at tlie Gravesend track and their training 
has lM*en retarded just as much as those at Belmont 
Park by tlie severity of climatic conditions. All 
an* in a state of backwardness wliich w’ill keep 
many of tli«*m from going to Maryland. Quite a 
iiumlier of the smaller lots xvere lieing jiriined for 
P.owie and Havre de Grace, Imt tlie last fortniglit 
of decidedly unfavorable weatlier lias prevented 
their preparation. However, all tin* trainers have 
done wliat tliey could umler tlie sheds and it is 
safe to say tliat wlien they get tlie opiiortniiity to 
extend tli**ir eliarges tliey will lx* sent along rap- 
idly. as all are in a liealtliy condition. 

.lack GoldslMirough. who lias Mr. Andrew Miller’s 
horses in hand as well as otliers, has tiiem as for- 
ward as iKissible. He has iiaid especial attention 
to Roamer. wliicli will Ik* ready for tin* Kentucky 
Handicap. It is also probable that tlie little ciiam- 
pion will Ik* seen in the Excelsior Handicap, wliicli 
will mark tlie op(*ning of the .Iamai(*a meeting. 
“Roamer never looked lietter tlian lie does today,” 
said GoldslMirougli. “He is ready to step along as 
soon as I can get him on the track. In fact, all 
my horses have done well lately and are ready for 
liard track work.” 

.Tames Fitzsimmons has .*i big string of thirty 
head, more than one-third being two-year-olds. 
Tliey looked like n miglity likely lot as tliey 
walked around the sheds. “If w hail liad aiiy- 
tliing like ilecent weatlier,” said Fitzsimmons, “I 
sliould sun*ly lK*en at Havre de (lrai*e, but 1 tliink 
I <-aii make Pimlico with some of tlie lot. I gave 
tiiem plenty of shed work and it will not take tlie 
early lomers long to get into racing trim as soon 
as I <an get them on the tra<k. But look at all 
those jnirses tliat are getting away fn>m me owing 
to this bail weather.

It is therefore to be concluded 
tliese are tlie liest of tlie bunch at this writing. 
Sprint, tlie good three-year-.old of last year, has 

“ grown into a good-liMikiiig horse and is so promis- 
ing that he will figure in stake raeing. Eddie Tap- 
lin will do tlie riding for the stable and reported 
for work a couple of days ago, fresli from Huvauu, 
where he enjoyed a successful season. 

, In speaking of liis short string of horses, Frank 

• Regan said that Whims.v was in good shape and 

would Ik* ready early. “Mine are not such a fash- 
ionable lot.” remarked Regan, “but I am going to

SOME KENTUCKY HANDICAP ELIGIBLES. 



Four Derby Winners in the List — Supposed Three - 
Year-Old Stars an Especial Feature. 



Louisville, Ky., March 25. — Among the great 
array of liigli -class horses engaged in the Kentucky 
Handicap are no less tlian four that have won 
iVrb.vs as three-year-olds. These embrace the iin- 
lH*ateii Regret, winner of tlie Kentuck.v I)<*rl>.v in 
1915; Waterblossoiii, tiie victress in tlie Kentuck.v 
Oaks and ('anailiuii Derb.v; Ro.val II.. tlie winner of 
the Latonia Derby last year, and John Guild, which 
captured tlie same race in 1914, 

In tills stake are also engaged no less than 
eighteen now three-.vear-olds, all hut two of which 
are entered in the Kentucky Derby, and it is more 
than possible that tlie winner will come from 
among these sixteen tliree-yenr-old eligihles. 

The spring meeting at Douglas Park lK*gins this 
year on Monday. May 29, and <*onies to :i conclusion 
on tlie same day of the week, June 12. a period 
of thirteen racing days. Manager Jolin llach- 
meister is now in Kentn<*ky and will remain in 
this state until tlie spring and summer racing sea- 
•soii is over. He will divide liis time earl.v this 
spring lietweeu Douglas Park and Latonia, but will 
come to this eit.v to finall.v sta.v until the local 
racing season is over, mneli earlier tliis spring tiian 
ever before. There are a immlK*r of improvements 
he has in contemplation at Douglas Park tliis spring 
and he intends to lx* on th«* grounds here so as to 
have personal supervision over the work done in tliis 
line. 

The .nrray of tlir<*e-year-old engaged in the Ken- 
tucky Handicap this spring embraces practically all 
the gre.-itest stars of tliat age now in training. 
Tliey are Big Smoke, Gosmie, Golonel Veiinie. Star 
Hawk, Gillies, fx*iiu Misha, Old Koenig. Biilse. Dr. 
M«K»re, Heir Apparent, Ellison, Dick Williams, 
Prince Harry. Dominant, Tlinnderer, Slipshod, Bromo 
and Skeer Face, The two not engaged in the 
Kentucky D«*rl).v are Old Koenig and Ellison, but 
Ixith of these liave lx*eii entered in tlie Latonia 
Derby. 

Tlie Kentucky Handicap, with it $10,000 in added 
money, is a race of a mile and a <iuarter in dis- 
tance. This has alwa.vs lieen the distiinee of such 
big handitaip races in this conntr.v as the Suburban 
and Brooklyn and in England tlie City Jind Suburban 
Handicap. In races of late years the Kentucky 
Handicap is tlie only event that in its value to the 
winner exceeded tlie $10.(M)0 mark. 

It was w'orth $12,1.^ net to the winner when Ru- 
dolfo won it in 1913; $11. .500 when Luke McLuke 
captured it in 1914, and $11,700 when Borrow won 
it last spring. As yet Manager Hachmeister has not 
decided positively on tlie date the handicap will 
lx* decided tliis .vear. but it will be run on one of 
the Saturda.vs during the Douglas Park meeting, 
either June 3 or June 10. It was run last year on 
Saturday, May 29. 

Great interest centers in the magnificent entry 
list of three-year-olds in the big race this year, 
as two seasons at least, in 1913 and 1914, performers 
of this age cut a liig figure in the race. In the 
former year Ten Point was just lK*aten out b.v Ru- 
dolfo, while in 1914 the three-year-old laike McLuke 
captured tlie stake and covered tlie distance in tlie 
sensational time of 2:02%. No Suburban Handicap, 
when tliat famous race was run at Slieepsliead Ba.v, 
was ever run as fast and it also beats all records 
that were ever inade in tin* BriMiklyii Handicap. 

Tliere never was a season when tlie arra.v of 
three-year-olds entered in this r.ice was as briHiant 
as tliis year and even sm*li superior older liorsi*s as 
the unlH*ateii Regret, the sensational Roamer and 
tlie miglit.v Borrow may lx* forced to pla.v second 
fiddle to one of tlie classic three-year-olds eligible 
to go to tiie post in the Kentucky llaiidicaii of 
19D;. 

Tlie conditions of this race put tlie announcement 
of weights four da.vs Ix'fore tlie event is ilecided.

This is the fourth spring meeting at Douglas 
Park, the youngest of all the gr«*at Kentucky race 
tracks. Aside from the Kentuck.v Handicap, the 
Spring Trial Stakes, with $2..500 added, is a race 
classed as a big feature, aiul ex<*ept tin* (’inciimatl 
Tropli.v ;hu 1 Bre«*ders’ Futurity, is the ricliest race 
for two-year-ohls of the year in Kentucky. Anotlier 
important sLike to be deiided at Douglas Park is 
the Memorial Handicap, witii $2,(M)0 added, wliich is 
always run as the liig attr.actioii on Decoration 
Da.v. The other stake race during the meeting is 
the Six*eulation. wlii<*h. having a selling elau.se at- 
taelied, has a value of $1,.5(M) in added money. 

WHERE THEY HAVE RACING IN PLENTY. 

They liave vastly more racing in Australia tii.an 
in Canada, and it gix*s on for twelve months of 
the year, instead of alxMit four in tliis country, 

but there is little likelihood of a reduction, in 

New South Wales at least. The Syiliiey Referee 
s.iys: “That we could do w itli less racing is nn- 

(l«‘iiiable. blit the government might lx? troubled 
exal t l.v wliere to conimence. In tlie eountry some 
distriets would lx* none the worse* off for fewer 
meetings, and of tliose held in and near Sydney 

tin* loss of some would not lx* regretted b.v fol- 
lowers of raeing. However, as each proprietary 
eliib .appears able to command a certain amount of 
politieal iiifliH*iiee, the odds are against any lx*iiig 
subje«fed to iiiterferenee.” As to Victoria the 

writer adds; “In MellMoiriie tln*r«* is a Raeing 
Industries l)eft*iise Assoeiatioii, with a inemlK*r- 
ship of 17,426. It is seare«*Iy necessary to add that 
its iim iiiIkts are opposed to reduction of racing.’’ — 
Francis Nelson in 'rorontu Gloix*. 

ONTARIO TO ENCOURAGE BREEDING. 

Toronto. Out., March 25. — The eiicourag«*ment 
promised by tin* provincial treasurer for Canadian 
breeding is, it appears now, to eome as a rebate 
of the liei'iise fee, which his liill brought into tlie 
legislature yesterda.v fixes definitel.v at .51.250 
daily. From the general revenue of the province 
there will be allotted an anioniit <*«inal to one per- 
cent. of tlie total given in purses at any race 
I'ourse and the government will n*quire that its 
(‘ontriTiution Ik* given for Canadian races. In tlie 
provim-e of Quelx*c tlie government assists racing 
to tlie extent of grants to tlie breeders on placed 
horsi*s in some rni’cs at Bine Bonnets, but tiie On- 
tario plan will apply to all clubs racing in tliis 
proviin*e. Tlie amoniit is not much. Imt the action 
of tlie govenimeiit is taken as indicating a jiro- 
gressive bupixirt fur horse breeding in Ontario.

Decided Benefit to the Business of Hot Springs 
Brought by the Meeting.

Hot Springs. .\rk.. .Ylarcli 2.5. Seldom has a race 
meeting been of as iiiucli ilirect lM*nefit to so many 
lieojiie as the present one at Oaklawn I’ark. .\ per- 
son would have to go a long way to find people more 
eiithnsiastie over rai-ing tlian the residents of this 
city an* at tlie present time. The mereh;iiits are 
Uiiaiiiiiiuiis ill saying that the ra<-es have lx*en 
like a “Christmas gift” to them so far as helping 
their business is iMmeerned, and wen* it not for 
Oaklawn I’ark lK*ing open now. nian.v horsemen and 
th»*ir rai'crs would lx* idle until April 1 at the 
earliest, 

.Mon* than half of the meeting has passed and 
each da.v more and more iniprovenient <‘;iii be noted 
in «*ver.v respect. The atteiidaiiei* il.iily is ex<*e!lent 
and it is made np cliiefly of a class of ix*ople who 
eiijo.v racing as a pastime. Tliere are plenty of 
regulars on liand. too, and the local population is 
also well reiireseiited. The members of the I'.usiness 
.Men’s League are loud in tlu*ir praise of the maii- 
agenn*nt of the niei*ting. whi<*h thus far lias resulted 
in its being siieli a big success. The last half will 
Ih* Ix'tter tlinn the first half, and wlien the im*eting 
winds np on .April 4 the turfites will leave hen* 
with nothing but good words to say for Hot Springs 
and its first meeting which the merchants spon- 
sored. 

Judge J. B. Camplx*ll is living np to his declara- 
tion that he will not tolerate anything from any 
j rider that looks the least bit sli;i<Iy. His efforts to 
keep the sport i leaii li:ive lK*en suee«*ssfiil. In the 
first nine days of the meeting several jockeys were 
diseipliiM*d on aeconnl of tlieir rides and their sus- 
pensions ina<le the otlier riders sit up and take no- 
tice. It is not the aim of Judge Campbell to take 
snap jiidgnient on any joi-key and when he t ikes 
action he is sure tliat lie lias Just grounds for lining 
so. Form has been lietter pr«*served li**n* tlian at 
any meeting in a long while and even the cheapest 
class of horses are rnnning fairly true. 

AUhoiigh he is sixteen years old. Hudweiser. by 
Bnekmaster— .Alissoiiri II., is still aide to hold his 
own in the cheap selling plater division, and his 
rnnning at the lo< al me«*ting has Iwen a snriirise to 
everyone. In a recent race In* hooked up with an- 
other horse at the liejid of the streteli and the old 
horse rae«d head and head with liim to tin* finish, 
he losing the verdli t in the last stride. licw Calm 
raced Budweiser in his early racing da.vs ainl it 
was lie who identifieil him. S4i that he could start 
the first time at Oaklawn I’ark. 

Since the close of the Juarez and Havana tracks 
man.v riders liave come liere from Ixdli places ainl 
of them all the diminntivi* Olin tieiitry seems the 
lM*st. This la«l iinule ills debut at tin* loc;il trai'k 
by getting Insurgent out of the maiden class and 
lie made an excelh*nt ri«le on tlie liorse. He 
handles himself like a real jockey and gameness 
is Ids <*hief asset. He rode with marked success 
at tin* Tijuana meeting, winning half of the card 
on several da.vs. He is a brotiier of jo«*key IJoyd 
Gentry, who riiles for J. B. Resjiess and wlio is rid- 
ing Iiere for A1 Kirby. The latter is hxiking after 
tlie mounts of Ixitli of the brothers now. 

As has been the case at many tracks over whieli 
she has raced, I’an Zareta has beeix the star of the 
hx-al meeting. She started twice in the first six 
days and won Ixith starts, setting a new track rec- 
ord for a mile, 1:39. equalling tlie tliree-quarters 
mark. 1:12%. In the three-quarters race slie car- 
ried 135 ixninds, but instead of worrying lu*r it just 
served to steady her. Slie will get a well-earned 
rest when this meeting <*nds and it will lx* her first 
since she lH*gau h<*r racing career. Site will speml 
tin* summer at tlie Newman ranch in Sw«*etw:it<*r, 
Tex., and will come back to tiie races next fall, 

111 the two-year-<dd division at Oaklawn. Aunt 
Liz. own»*d by the El I’nloniar Stable, is easily tin* 
star and sin* demonstrated tliis in Imt first start 
wlien slie gallop<*d away from her opponents to win 
pulled up. The two -.vear -olds liere are not an es- 
peciail.v high grade b;ind. but to ilate tlie juvenile 
ra<*es liave as a rule jiroved good «*ontests. as the 
fiehls have been «*venl.v m;it<*Iie«l. It is tin* inten- 
tion of judge <'amplx*ll to send tlie .youngsters over 
the four and a lialf furlongs mute bi'fore the meet- 
ing emls.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



From El Paso yesterday a dispatch said: Panclio 
A’illa was reported early today to lie fleeing w’est 
in the San Miguel coiintr.v, having siiccessfullj' 
eluded the eiieircliiig ring that was lieiiig drawn 
around him by American and Carranza troops. 
News of the outlaw’s retreat westward was brouglit 
here from El A'alle, but could not be eoiifirnied at 
Fort Bliss or in Mexican official circles. Several 
thousand American soldiers are known to be rang- 
ing the eouiitr.v soiitli of (’asas Grandes, in every 
direction, tr.ving to lm*ate the bandit, but liave not 
<ome into contact with him. Gen. Manuel Aledina- 
vietia and Gen. Manuel Banda, two former A’illa 
offieers, who were taken into custody here a few 
daj’s ago, have disappeared from the El Paso 
jail and are understood to Im' on tlieir waj’ to New 
Orleans. AV’ire coinnuiiiication out of El Paso 
into Mexico is still interrupted', and it is believed 
tliat roving bauds of A’illa men are responsible 
for tlie wire cutting, having been detached fnun 
the main A’illa command for this piirimse. Mexi- 
can consul Garcia was still without further word 
of the reported fight that the Carranza soldiers 
liad with A’illa at El Oso, south of Nainiquipa. 
Dispatches received at Mexico City and Douglas, 
Arizona, apparently confirm the rei>orts to El 
Paso from General Bertani in tlie fiehl, that the 
troops of the de facto government had come into 
contact witli Villa in tlie Santa Clara canyon. 
General Pershing has made no mention of this 
battle, and army officers here incline to the be- 
lief and it was probably not more than an outpost 
engagement. Major Sample, in command of the 
United States army base at Columbus, lias lK‘en 
asked to investigate the report brought into Doug- 
las, Arizona, that A’illa bandits had crossed the 
border eight miles west of Columbus and murdered 
three Americans, two women and one man. The 
bandits, nunib<‘ring 100 or more, are said to have 
recrossed into Mexico after the killing. The 
presence of such a l>ody of A’illa forces in the 
upper Galeana district would be a tlireat to the 
line of eonimimication to the base of American 
expedition at Casas Grandes. Transportation over 
this line from Columbus southward is troublesome, 
the trails being badly cut and the lieaviest motor 
trucks negotiating tlie desert with difficulty. Tlie 
reiterated claim that Villa w’as surrounded made 
at Mexico City early today in a message received 
there from Gen. Lnis Gutierrez, Carra.iza’s eom- 
mander-in-chief, only served to make the situa- 
tion in the field more puzzling from the viewiioint 
of the border. 

A London dispatch of yesterday afternoon tells 
of a naval fight for the first time and says: Tlie 
story of one of the most tlirilling naval fights of 
the war was told in an admiralty statement this 
afternoon, announceing the sinking of the German 
commerce raider Greif, and the British auxiliary 
eruis<*r Alcantra, in the North sea, with a loss 
of 2.54 lives. The engagement occurred Feb. 29. 
The admiralty withheld the news, though 1210 
(ierman prisoners were taken, in order that the 
word might not reach the German admiralty. The 
story was made public todaj’ when a wireless mes- 
sage from Berlin, picked up bj’ English stations, 
revealed the fact that the sinking of the Greif 
was known there. Tlie Greif, listed in naval 
registers as an unprotected German cruiser, slipp<‘d 
out of tlie Kiel canal, Ixmt on a mission of com- 
merce-raiding similar to that of the famous 
Moewe. It was disguised as a Norwegian tramp 
and flew the Norwegian flag. The Alcantara, 
patrolling tlie North sea, sighted the stranger and 
hailed it. Tlie tramp uiiswer<‘d with a fictitious 
name that aroused the suspicions of the Aleuntara’s 
commander. The Al<-antara launeh«‘d a boat and 
was alKUit to send a iMiardiug party to examine 
the tramp’s papers. Suddenly tlie crew of the 
tramp whiskeil away masks which had concealed 
large guns and jerkiMl the German flag to the top 
of the mast, though the Norwegian colors still 
remained painted on the sides. The British and 
flerman gunners opened fire almost simultaneouslj’. 
The <;reif w’as struck sevenil times in u hot ten- 
minute fight at extremely close quarters. Before 
it sank it firt‘d a shot from one of several torpedo 
tubes mounted on the deck ami the Alcantara was 
sent to the bottom. Tlie (ireif carried 300 men, 
tlu)Ugh its normal complement was less than ISO. 
Tlie prisoners explained that it was double 
manned in order that they might put prize crews 
aboard caiitured steamers. The Alcantara was a 
large liner belonging to the Rojal Mail Steam 
Packet eompau.v of Belfast. It had been in the 
service of the British government for some time. 
Its gross tonnage was 15,3(K). It was 570 feet 
long and was built in (ilasgow in 1913. The 
Greif was an unprotected German cruiser, displac- 
ing 2,02s tons, 317 feet long and with a tliirty- 
two-foot iKoiiii. It carried a crew’ of about ISO 
men. Its armament, according to naval lists is- 
sued before the war, consisted of eight 3.4 -inch 
guns. 

From Ixuidon yesterday a dispatch says. The 
<-rosH -channel steamer Sussex, whicli was seriously 
damaged jestenlay afternoon near the Freneli coast, 
w'as towed into Boulogne early this morning, ac«*ord- 
iiig to a dispatch to the ('(‘ntral News. Infoniia- 
tion receive<l at Dov(‘r states that it is now re- 
garded as <‘crtain that some lives were lost on the 
vessel, pr(»bably by the explosion whi«-h causeil tlie 
damage to it. The Ixmdon, Brighton ami South 
(’oast Railwa.v company’s officials say that tlie pas- 
senger list of tlie Sussex shows that tliere were 
twenty- five Americans alsiard. Of the 380 passeng- 
ers, 270 were women and children. A few of the 
rescued passengers are being brought to I>over, but 
the majority of tliose w’ho were taken off tlie 
steamer by the rescuing vessels will be lauded in 
France. The Sussex left Folkestone in <*lear weath- 
er. Tlie vessel iiroceeded witliout incident until 
4:20 p. 111., when she was struck amidships as slie 
was approaching tlie coast of France. A terrific 
irash followed and several hands in the engine - 
riKuii were badlj’ injured. AA’ireless messages 
brought help from both sides of the channel. Agents 
of the line said toda.v that they had no informa- 
tion as to whether the Sussex was torpedoed or 
struck one of the mines the Gormans are reiiorted 
to liave been sowing in the channel. If she w’as 
torpi*do<*d, it is considered certain the submarines 
could not have mistaken the fact tliat she w’as a 
passenger-carrying vessel. The American embassy 



has received no reports on the accident, but in- 
structions will bo sent to <*onsuls in Franco to ob- 
tain affidavits from American passengers if it ap- 
l>ears that the Sussex was torp(‘doed. Edward 
lluxley, president of the United States Rubber Ex- 
jM»rt c-ompany, and Francis E. Drake, European 
maiiag(‘r of the company, are among tlie Americans 
rescued from the Sussex. They reiMirt tliat tlien? 
was a heavy loss of life, including probably several 
Americans. Miss Baldwin, daughter of a pnuiii- 
nent American resident of I’aris, w’as injured on the 
Sussex. Her fatlier and mother also were on board 
the vessel. All have been taken to Boulogne. In 
addition to other injuries. Miss Baldwin’s leg was 
broken. Miss Ali^*e Ruiz of Colorado, and AA'ilder 
G. Penfleld of Merton College, Oxford, are other 
Americans who were saved. 

The oflieial German report of yesterday says: 
AVestern theater: Tliere have been no mutual changes 
in the situation since yesterday. In tlie Meuse dis- 
trict artillery duels w’cre esjiecially lively and in tlie 
course of these engageineiit.s A’erduii was set on 
fire. Eastern theater: AV’est of Jaeobstadt the 

Russians again opened an attack after having 
brought forward fresh Siberian troops and after 
strong artillery preparation had been made. The 
attack broke down, with heavy losses to the Rus- 
sians. Minor eiu*my advances southwest of .Tacob- 
stadt and southw’est of Dviiisk were easily repulsed. 
All the enemy’s efforts, even those repeated during 
the niglit against our fnuit, north of A’idsey, were 
eoinph'tely unsuccessful. Farther to tlie south, in 
the region of tlie Nnroez lakes, the <*nemy yesterday 
limited his activity to artillery bombardments. Bal- 
kan theater: During a renewed aeroplane attack 
one enemy macliine was brouglit down after an 
aerial battle la tween the emuny lines and our po- 
sitions. It was tliere destroyed by artillery. 
Military activity on the northern sector of tlie 
eastern battle front ciuitinues despite altrriiatiiig 
rain and snow’. Russian drum fin* was heavy 011 
the niglit of March 20 and in the early morniiig of 
March 21 betwc<*ii the N’anxz and AA’isziiiew lakes, 
ami it was particularly lieavj’ just southward of 
N’aro<-z lake, where the (lerinaii line ran from 
Blisniki to Mokryza and thence to the westward. 
The Russians directed their main attack against 
this small salient with u harassing concentric 
fire and the Germans drew back to their second 
line to avoid unneeessarj' losses. The Russians who 
came forward in heavy attacking columns were san- 
guinarily repulsed and the Germans fidlowed them 
to iUisiiiki and then retired. The Russians did 
not follow’ them the second time. The Russians 
suceeeded in capturing some trenches to the south 
of Vileity. but they were driven out on the after- 
noon of Mareli 21 and hist 600 men prisoners. Tlie 
Russian losses were said to have been heavy, wliile 
tlie casualties of the Germans were declared to be 
light. 

AV’ith much ceremony 4,162,700 ix>sos of paper 
inoncj’ was burned at Mexico t’it.v yesterday by 
officiula of the treasury department in the great 



public square fronting tlie national palace. Tliis 
monej’ w'us a largo part of tlio so-called army 
issue w’liieli is being slowly withdraw'n from cir- 
culation. Tin? national trt*asurj’ announced yester- 
day that bullion and other forms of metallic re- 
serves an* lK*ing brought in from various states 
of the republic and concentrated in the national 
jcilaco ill readiness for the new issue of the paper 
money wliich was printeil in New York. One hun- 
dred million pesos of tliis money has already ar- 
rived and tlie remainder 150, 000, IKK) pesos is ex- 
pected within a few’ weeks. 

The steamer Republic, Innight by a San Francisco 
syndicate from the French government for $29,000. 
and admitted to American registry’, while it lay at 
the bottom of Taliiti harlior, where it had been sent 
by shells from a (i<*niiaii squadron, was in the 
San Francisco liarbor j'esterday, having arrived from 
Papeete under its own steam. The vessel’s owners 
were reported to lie considering an offer for it of 
$1,200.0<K). Tlie Republii*, formerly the German 
steamer AValkure, which was seized by the French 
in 1914, W’as sunk in the (Ierman attack on Tahiti 
in Septenilier, 1914. The cargo recovereil is said to 
have reimbursed the owners for both the cost of 
the vessel and tlio expense of the salvage opera- 
tions. 

Secretary Lansing had before him yesterday 
formal responses from the entente iKiw’crs, n*ject- 
ing the iiroiKisal made by the State Department 
that they enter into 11 m«Hlus vivendi and disarm 
all of their merchantsliips with tlie und<*rstandiiig 
tliat the central iKiwers would pleilge that such 
unarmed ships would not be attacked without 

warning. It is understooil that tlie fundamental 
objection was that there should Ik» no eliange in 
tlie principles of intcrnatioiiul law during tlie prog- 
ress of hostilities. It is understood the United 
States maj’ <*onsider limiting access to American 
iwrls to vessels which, in the judgment of this 

government, t-arry offensive armament. 

There is great concern on tlio UoiM'iihagen stock 
exchiinge Iwcause of reiiorts tliat German sub- 
luurino warfare has entered on a new phase, and 

that the torpciloiiig of neutral shipping may In- 

come more general. There was a fall of 15 iier 
cent, in steamship shan*s soon after tlie oiH*ning, 
and United Steamship stock was sold in a larger 
quantity than any single stock had ever been dealt 
in before. On reassuring advices and support by 
a well-known mein her of tlie exchange, who put in 
large buying orders, prices recovered. 

Tlie Berliner Tageblatt’s Macedonia corresiiond- 
eiit says that Freiicli forces from the entrenched 
camp at Salonikl have been showing activity in 
the neighborhood of Gievgeli, on the Serbian- 
Greek frontier, where they fired ten shots from 
heavy guns against German-Austrian pioneers who 
were repairing bridges. The shots did no damage. 
The Fn*neh also carried out a bombardment in 
the vicinity of Doiran. A number of small skir- 
mishers between patrols have taken place, the 
correspoudeut adds.
